DENVER, Jan. 8.—Gov. McIntyre was 
inaugurated at noon today. The ceremo- 
nies, Which were very simple, were held 
at the Tabor Operahouse before a large 
audience. The oath was administered to 
Gov. McIntyre by Chief Justice Hayt. The 
Governor's inaugural address was devoted 
chiefly to State topics. He recommended 
strict economy and suggested many re- 
forms in the management of State insti- 
tutions.’ 

He advised steps to replace an outstand- 
ing excess warrants with bonds, He 
recommended the construction of reser- 
voirs out of the internal improvement fund 
for the purpose of storing water for irriga- 
tion. Legislation was suggested to com- 
pel the coal companies to pay wages in 


‘cash instead of sérip; to stop the sale of 


real estate on trust deeds without fore- 
closure proceedings, and to prevent injus- 
tice to debtors under attachment laws. 
The Governor called attention to the fact 
that the present laws are inadequate to 
suppress gambling in the smaller towns, 
and suggested legislation with that end in 
view... 

On the subject of railways the Governor 
said: Ak it be a fact, which can be ascer- 
tained by investigation, that unjust dis- 
crimination is wilfully practiced by rail- 
way corporations subject ‘to legislative con- 
trol in this State, then legislation should 
be enacted to prevent it and such legisla- 
tion should be wise, just and effective.“ 

The Governor pronounced equal suffrage 
a success. In conclusion he said: ‘‘We do 
not expect legislation favorable to silver 
because it is the money of the Constitu- 
tion, nor because we expect sympathy or 
charity from any source, nor because we, 
as producers, are interested in enhancing 
its value, but becauge its restoration is

This gives the State $799,900, lees the 
comptrolier’s fee of $1999, which leaves 
$798,901 for the State. 

Among the claims against the estate Mc- 
Clure finds $6,000,000 due the estate of 
George J. Gould for services, referred to 
in a codicil. This sum is reduced by $375,- 
000 spent by the testator in fitiing up 
George J. Gould’s house, and is deducted 
from the value of the estate. George 
Gould did not «now of ‘he existence of the 


death. McClure says that the cadicil is 
to be regarded as evidences,of an existing 
obligation other than a codicil, but if the 
testator wanted to avoid the collateral in- 
heritance tax he could have given out- 
right to his son the millions which he gave 
him by the icil.

that the per capita deposits in the sav- 
inge banks of San Francisco are larger 
than in any other city of the United 
States. Yet, as we all know, San Fran- 


The ob- 
ject of the wavings banks is to furnish a 
safe depository for small sums that are 

saved by pérsons of moderate means, un- 


J. en they accumulate sufficient to buy a 


home or ihvest in some other enterprise. 
These banks were never intended to take 
care of large sums of money for capi- 
talists who have not the enterprise or 
courage to take legit:mate business risks. 
It is just these people who precipitate a 
panic. during times of financial doubt by 
withdrawing their deposits. A ex- 
ample of this was offered in Los geles 
during the bank panic of 1893. Noes of 
the savings banks limit the amount of 


person 
come general. 

In a section like Southern California, 
where there are so many enterprises which 
await development and where it is easy 
to make money earn at least 12 per cent. 
without running any extra risk, there is 
certainly no excuse for storing up large 
sums in the banks. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Few people have any conception of the 
difficulty which attaches to the obtaining 
of trustworthy quotations for products in 
Los Angeles. The reason for this is that 
there is no regular produce dxchange, such 
as exists in most cities of this size, where 
regular official quatations are made from 
day to day. Here in Los Angeles if a 
man is short on eggs he will often quote 
28 a cent lower than the market, while 

if he has a big stock of them he will quote 
a cent higher, so that it often becomes a 
matter of striking an average between the 
highest and the lowést in order to get a 
fair quotation. Thé same is the case with 
butter, vegetables and other produce. The 
remedy would be the establishment of a 
produce exchange, but it appears very 
doubtful whether we have st reached a 
point where such an enterprise would be 
successful: It has been tried before but 
has failed. As in the case of a real estate 
exchange, the difficulty appears to be that 
there ig too much mistrust among the 
dealers, and it appears impossible to get 
them to pull together. As in the real 
estate business, eg are too many peo- 
‘ple who go into the commission business 
in Los Angeles as a flyer,“ in default of 
any other occupation, and who often stay 
in the business only a short time. Such 
people are a source of weakness in the 
| market as they are ready to cut prices or 

sink commissions in order to do a little
